Russian Commanders. 


А TELEGRAM received by the Jiji] 


Shimpo, at Tokio, aunounces that General 

Kuropatkin’s army, which only com- 

prises 80,000 men, will retire, wien the 
time comes, from Liao-yang and Mukden to 
Harbin. Convoys of ammunition and pro- 
visions are now, as it appears, being sent to 
the country north of Manchuria. 

The followiug, from St. Petersburg, appears 
in the Echo de Paris: “The taking of Kin-chau 
and the march of the Japanese on Port Arthur 
hare increased the misunderstanding between 
Admiral Alexeieff and General Kuropatkin, the’ 
former, who, be it said, has never seen active 
service, being desirous that the nrmy should 
march to Port Arthur, and the latter holding 
that the army should keep its position till rein- 
forcements come. Tn consequence of a violent 
discussion at Mukden, where the two great 
officers met recently, they each sent a detailed 
report to the Czar. In his, Admiral Alexeieff 
insisted on the necessity of saving Port Arthur 
вб as to keep a base for the fleet and to obviate 
the fatal blow the capture of the fortress would 
inflict on Russian prestige. He pointed out 
that, after the way in which the Jupanese 
took Kin-chau, there was no guaranteeing that

M. de Plehve, Ministers respectively of War, 
Marine, and the Intérior, were present. The 
council lasted several hours, and it is understood 
that, in view of the argument of the naval men 
emphasising the necessity of keeping Port 
Arthnr as a base, which was all the more 
essential us the Baltic fleet- would be unable to 
go to the Far East if Port Arthur disappeared, 
and also out of fear of the disastrous effect the 
loss of the fortress would have upon Russia, in 
conjunction with the Chinese agitation and the 
diminution of Russia’s prestige, General Kuro- 
patkin was advised to try to deliver Port Arthur, 
providing that he acted with the utmost 
caution.” 


Exchange of Prisoners Refused. 


The following from St. Petersburg appears in 
the Kelair: ** General Kuroki recently proposed 


| an exchange of prisoners to General Kuropatkin, 


which proposal the latter positively rejected. 
The dispatch of reinforcements is being more 
and more expedited. Six battalions are being 
carried every day.now by the ‘Trans-Siberian 
Railway." 

The Novy Krai states that reports which are in 
circulation of the impending resignation of the 
Viceroy, Admiral Alexeieff, nre unfounded. 
“The Admiral," adds the journal, ‘‘ has been 
placed at the head of the active army and fleet, 
and in the present times of stress will not leave

guns, but escaped without heavy loss. The

Nothing could have exceeded the gallantry of the 
enemy. ‘Their cavalry in particular astonished 
every observer by their superb daring. Hoarsely 
screaming ‘Banzai, banzai,’ these horsemen 
rushed upon our Siberian Cossacks, our dragoons, 
and our frontier guards in the teeth of an 
appalling fire. They lost two hundred men, 
and many horses were captured. During the 
final effort of the enemy, some of our sections 
fired so steadily and true that the General 
watching them was unable to restrain open 
expression of his enthusiasm,’ 


War Correspondent Killed by Chinese. 


A telegram from Tientsin on Tuesday gave 
the report from Yinkau (Newchwang) that 
Mr. Etzel, correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
was shot dead at Tien-chwang-tau (?) on the 
previous night by Chinese Imperial troops. 
It is stated that the shooting occurred while 
Mr. Etzel and Mr. Bundle, of the Mail, were 
investigating the movements of bandits: Mr. 
Etzel’ acted as correspondent to the Telegraph 
at ‘Tientsin previous to the commencement of 
hostilities, but moved up to Newchwang at the 
outbreak of war.
